THE ASSOCIATED COTTON GINNERS 
OF EGYPT, 


A great*combine of the cott-n ginners of 
Egypt has lately been formed. We give below 
particulars of the company, which is entitled 
the Associated Cotton Ginners of Egypt, 
Limited. All the great ginners in Egypt have 
joined the combine, and it promises to be one 
of the most powerful industrial organisations 
in the country. 

~The whole concern was yalued at double 
the capital as given below. Subsequently it 
was decided to reduce the estimate on which 
this was based by one half, each factory being 
paid by an equivalent in shares. The Egyp- 
tian Investment and Agency, Limited, intend 
offering 75,(00 one-pound shares at a premium 
of one pound to their shareholders and friends. 

There are other ginning factories taken over 
besides those mentioned below, which are 
only the chief concerns. Nearly all the banks 
are interested in the company, which is destin- 
ed to occupy as high a position in ginning as 

the Société de Pressage et des Dépdts does in 
spressing. There will probably be a limited 
public subscription in about ten days’ time. 

This combine will be of great advantage in 
regard to the financial equilibrium of indus- 
trial Egypt. Often the position of up-country 
ginners with little capital has caused a good 
deal of rexvuusness to the banks, but all this 
anxiety will be obviated by the combine, which 
will develop so as in course of time to gin 
in all the centres, and will have a virtual 
monopoly of this business throughout Egypt.

AMERICAN WOMEN’S PREFERENCE 
FOR OUR COUNTRY. 


Lady Henry Somerset relates, in the “New 
York Aimeiiau,” a conversation she had at a 
club in London for American women, with a 
prominent American, who said that in all her 
experience of American women living in Eng- 
land, she had only known one who was 
really homesick. 

“How do you account for this ?” Lady 
Henry asked, “do you think that it is the 


°} innate beauty of the English country, or the 


historic associations which appeal to Ameri- 
can women ?” } ‘a 

“Both,” she replied, going on to say that 
of course there were several things that 
were missed on first coming to England, “but 
we soon become accustomed to them, and, 
indeed, afterwards prefer the English ways. 
‘Then the climate is so splendid, you can 
work here all the year round. It is never 
too hot or too cold. A woman is not forced 
to leave her husband during the hot weather. 
Families can remain together, and enjoy the 
town or the country, as the case may be, 
The climate is less exciting, and better for 
the nerves.” 

“But is it not your idea that American 
women miss the adulation which is lavished 
upon them in their own country ?” 

“I think at first they do,” she replied, 
“but by and by they begin to see that they 
can occupy a plane of frank comradeship 
with men, and that on the whole it is a 
far greater compliment than the mere admi- 
ration, which, nevertheless, leaves them outside 
the work and interests of the men’s world. 
So, therefore, in the long ran, I think they 
prefer the country which gives them a greater 
equality with man, allows them to share his 
pursuits, his interests, and’ his work, instead 
of placing them ona pedestal to be adored 
in men’s leisure moments. There is more 
companionship here between the sexes,” 


GERMANY AND BELGIUM. 


The Belgian Government has submitted to 


Q| the Chamber proposals of the most important 


nature for the construction ofa new railway 
line connecting the German frontier with 
Antwerp, with the double end in view of cap- 
turing the whole of the traffic from England 
to Germany, which was previously carried in 
part through Holland, and ‘of making Ant- 
werp the port for all central Germany. The 
railway is to be constracted on plans per- 
mitting of the use of electrical transit, and 
the Belgian Government states that it in- 
tends to provide for a speed of two hundred 
kilometres au hour. In order to realise this 
great speed, the line is to be laid down with- 
out level crossings, curves, bifurcations, or 

t inclines. 1t will ran by Saint Trond, 
Tondres, and Argenteau. The line has been 
planned in conformity with a convention be- 
tween Gérmany and Belginm, made in 
August, 1903, but the: realisation of which 
was deferred, owing to the opposition of 
Belgian politicians, friendly to France, who 
thought they saw in it too great an inclina- 
tion to satisfy the needs of Germany, strate- 
gical as well as commercial. 


AN ITALIAN UNIVERSITY. 


The question of founding an Italian 
University in Austria has once more been 
discussed in the Reichstag. The Government 
brought in a Bill for establishing a University 
in the ‘Tyrol, but the scheme was energetically 
opposed by the Italian deputies, who insist 
that Trieste must be the seat of the institution. 
But the Minister of Publio Instruction, while 
admitting the necessity of higher education for 
the Italians of the Dual Monarchy, declared 
that Trieste was impossible, because itis not 
purely Italian, but-is centre of a large 
Czech population. He feared that the establish- 
ment of a University at Trieste would bring 
about disturbances similar to those which have 
occurred at Innspruck. But the. real reason is 
that Trieste is the centre of Italian aspirations 
io Austria, and the Government ate afraid tha 
they will give an added impulse to Irredentism 
tf they allow » University there.
